phrey and Richard M. Nixon 
fielding questions telephoned in 
from all parts of the country 
were Interesting to watch.

and the Humphrey finish were 
the sam>, the execution was 
vastly different.

'Major' Change 


NEW YORK—(NEA)—It is fact that next spring profes- 


sional baseball will be 100 years old. It is only conjecture 
that professional baseball is also 100 years behind the 
times. It may not be for long. Professional baseball ap- 
pears to be crawling into the 20th century. An organ- 
ization called the Major League Baseball Promotion Cor- 
poration attests to this enlightenment. 


For the first time, all major league baseball teams are 


working together as a single entity. Before, each league 
and each team went its separate way. 


The 24 team owners and the two league presidents make 


up the organization whose purpose is to keep Americans 
aware that baseball is still the national pastime, and hasn't 
been replaced by football or hockey or Scrabble or wrestl- 
ing In the back seat of a convertible. 


"Baseball has come to realize," said Yankee president 


Mike Burke, chairman of the corporation's executive com- 
mittee, "that it must promote the game on a national 
basis. The baseball owners sensed a general need to do 
this, especially since the growth of other sports, spectator 
as well as participant. 
'

Burke was asked whether the drop in attendance this 


season had anything to do with that realiziation. 


"Hell, no," he said. "This is not a defensive action. We 


don't feel anything snapping at our heels. But like any 
person or business, we re always trying to improve our 
lot," 


What will the Major League Baseball Promotion Corpora- 


tion do? At first, in typical fashion, it didn't do anything. 
The corporation came into being in December, 1966. One 
of its first actions, when the wheels finally began to spin, 
was to hire the services of Batten, Barton, Durstine and 
Osborn, Inc., a widely known public relations firm. The 
account is being handled by Tom Villante, a one-time 
Yankee bat boy, as it turns out. 


What will Tom Villante do? 


"I will try to increase awareness of the game, motivate 


and develop new fans, and maybe even bridge the genera- 
tion gap," he said. "A kid goes to his first game because 
his father lakes him. What I'd like to do is rekindle 
nostalgia, let them remember what they once shared in 
common. Maybe that could he the beginning of mutual 
understanding." 


Villante's major project is to make a deal with four 


major advertisers—from soft drink to automobile—and 
combine to promote the game und the company's product) 
in all the media. He is close to consummation with four 
advertisers now.

The U.S. ambassador to Sai- 


gon, Ellsworth Bunker, said in a 
television 
speech today that 


America's goal in Vietnam "re- 
mains unchanged—an honorable 
and just peace in which free 
Vietnamese people can live and 
prosper according to their own 
dictates." 


Bunker also said there has 


been no change in the U.S. posi- 
tion on the "two major con- 
cerns" of the Saigon govern- 
ment: "The implied recogni- 
tion" of the NLF, and the-possi- 
bllity tthat a coalition govern- 
ment including the Communists 
might emerge from the Paris 
talks. 


On the second point, Bunker
